On Monday the Committee on 
Energy had a hearing on L. D. 
1468, “AIN ACT to Provide Home 
Winterization for Older Citizens”, 

In 1974, Maine had. the first 
winterization program in. the na- 
tion, funded for $478,000 by the 
Office of Economic Opportunity. 
The program is now nationwide, 
but now Maine is only allocated 
$245,000 for the coming year. This 
federal money can only be spent 
on ~winterization materials, 

The 13 Maine Community Action 
Programs which run the federal 
winterization program locally have 
“winterization” crews who esti- 
mate and schedule jobs and do 
actual Jabor. L. D. 1468 would allo- 
cate $16,800 to pay for the labor to 
install the federally funded win- 
terization material in’ Maines’s 
Older Citizens’ homes. This pro- 
gram has winterized 8,000 homes 
since 1974. ; 

In 1976, Oxford County received 
$24,900 funding for local Commun- 
ity Action Programs. From this 
money, 22 homes were winterized 
in my. District at’ a cost of $3)715,
